who upon his Demonſtrations made, had owned his Cauſe and al- 


| ferted his Intereſt . And by thoſe who had known the extent of his 


Advei aries skill, and what their Right is, and had reje&ed both to 
accept of his; ard ſhould draw upon his Art the. Cenfures of all the 
Errors and miſcarriages they have run into by their Inadvertency, 
and want of Skill; and ſhould by fuch an interpoſition Eclips the 
Honour his Art hath juſtly gained, and truſt himſelf to the Fortune 
of theirs. And what Propoſals can be hearkened unto, or Agree- 
ment can poſlibly be made with them, who took no care to obſerve 
King Charles his Order in Counſel, which was made fo much to 
their Advantage 3 Pur inſtead of the Uſes His Majeſty intended, 
| ir;verted it to other ends to thruſt him out of all, infomuch as a ſixth 
part of the clear profits that His Majeſty Ordered long fince in 1683.

Thotle ſhares they 
can never acquit themſelves of, except they. can transer them upon 
him'; ſo that his agreeing with them were no leſs than agrzeing that 
all ſhould be ſwept away from him, beſides himlelt be irrecoverably 
reiney4 by their Debts and Impofitions. And it were very vain tg 
imagine that VV. VV. ſhould n=glect ro diſcharge his Obligations to 
thoſe that have kindly afliſted him, and art the ſame tinie plunge him- 
{elf under the Burthen of*thoſe Perſons Debts that have crueliy op- 
poſed him. That he ſhould allot out of his own Art thote ſhares that 
his ACverſarizes have been paid for, or {hou'd undertake to repa 
thoſe Sims of Money his Adverſaries hays received4or themſelves, 
and thoſe which perhaps by due, ought to have becn his, but were 
contrarily emploied to cauſe his Expence. and to force his Ruine. 
And it were as vain to:jmagine he ſhould pay for their being infſtru- 
Red in the Art they never knew, but only pretended to, that there- 
by they might Uſurp his Right who was the true Maſter of it. Where- 
fore Mr. Fitz Gerald hath no Reaſon to delude himſelf, or to trifle 
VP.

That HF. FW. the Inventor hath given evident Demonſtrations, 
and had the Greateſt Teſtimony to bear him Witneſs, that he can 
certainly periorm the true Art; Burt, by what Mr.Fiz G.and his Part 
ners have done, they have ſhewn they have not attained the know: 
ledge, but are ignorant of it, 

That their Parent was obtained by wrong, and was wrongfully 
continued ever ſince.
